The Police Charge a Mob at Revell’s Fur- 
niture Factory. 

The timely arrival of a squad of police from 
the armory at Revell’s furniture factory, Polk 
street and Fifth avenue, yesterday afternoon 
at 4:30 o’clock, prevented a possible riot. 
Over a week ago the cabinetmakers employed 
at the factory went out on astrike for eight

This wasdue to the etormoas number of 
bankrupts and their consequent withdrawals 
from trade, In many vill the peasants 
have nailed up their huts and have left their 
comtpunes to scour the country in search of 
work. Hundreds of them have failed in their 
search and are begging along the roadsides, 
In numerous cases the seed corn which was 
furnished the peasants by the government 
has been eaten imstead of being 
nted, and the land is lying fallow. 
otwithstanding the terrible condition of the 
ome oy the taxes continue to be extorted 
rom the starving people. Everything is taken 
from them to satisfy the demands of the tax- 
gatherer. Where the peasants display any 
anwilingness to pay over their taxes the col- 
lectors resort to physical means to extort the 
money from them. The knout is extensively 
employed by the officials of the tax-collecting 
department of Russia,

Chicago Not in Need of Additional Letter- 
Carriers at Present. 

Wasurnoton, D. C., Sept. 29.—[Special. ]— 
Maj. Pollock, Superintendent of the free de- 
livery service, returned to Washington today 
from atour of inspection of twenty-four of 
the principal postoffices in the West. While 
at Chicago he investigated the service, which 
he found in excellent condition, There is no 
present need of additional letter-carriers there 
as the work in that office, as well as that in 
others, has been greatly simplified by the 
abolition of the old practice of counting the 
pieces of mail received and dispatched at 


useless and necessitated much loss of! 
time and a great expenditure of money. He 
estimates that the time consumed io counting 
the different pieces of matter was more than 
twenty minutes-to each carrier and for all the 
carriers at the postoffices throughout the 
country involved an expenditure of more than 
$300,000. This amount is now being used to 
add more carriers whenever the service re- 
quires it# It also saves a great deal of time, 
and, on whole, under the new system the 
present force of the Chicago Postoffice is 
sufficient to handle the mail with dispatch.

RAILROADS CENTERING HERE | 
ING TO MAKE RUUND-TRIP RATES. 


They Are Likely to. Do This if Sbaipers 
Can Be Prevented from Manipulating 
Tickets—Preliminary Steps in the Mat- 
ter to Be Taken Today—For Once Finley 
Admits He Was in Error—Et of 
Gould's Proposed New Orleans Line— 
Burlington Earnings, 

The railroads centering in this city appear 
to be quite desirous of making pagsenger 
rates during the World’s Fair as low am possi- 
ble, and the indications are that if acalpers 
can be prevented from manipulating tickets a 
rate of one fare for the round trip to con- 
tinve throughout the Fair will be agree@ upon. 
The preliminary steps towards the formation 
of an organization of General Passenger 
Agents which is to control the rates during 
the Fair will be taken at the Auditorium 
Hotel today. ; 

The principal question to be considered is 
what steps are necessary to prevent scalpers 
from using the cheap return coupons for the 
demoralization of tle regular business, There 
is a law on the statutes <«f [lhnois prohibiting 
sealpers or anybody else not an authorized 
railroad agent from dealing in railroad tickets. 
An attempt will be made by the ré@ilroads 
to secure the enforcement of that law and 
they hope to have the aid of the press and the 
public in their efforts to squelch ticket-scalp- 
ers, and thus bring about the adoption of such 
low fares to the Fair as will insure the finan- 
cial suiccess of the affair. Such low rates, 
however, they claim,can only be made if 
scalping is wiped out or prevented, because if 
the return tickets were used by scalpers the 
regular business to all points would become 
so demoralized as to inflict heavy lossés upon 
the roads. The tickets to be issued for the 
Fair cannet be restricted or surrounded with 
proper safeguards like ordinary round-trip 
tickets, and consequently can Se kept out of 
the hands of scalpers only if the anti-sralping 
law is enforced. Scalpers would sell them to 
one-way passengers going beyond Chicago, 
and nothing that the railroads themselves can 
do will prevent their manipulation. It has 
been figured out that it will require 26,000,000 
paid admissions to make the World’s: Fair a 
financial success. Of this four-fifths; or 20,- 
000,000, will have to come from outsideof Chi- 
cago. The average number for each six 
months would be over 3,000,000, and the num- 
ber of passengers to be brought into Chicago 
each day would approximate 100,000, which is 
in addition to the regular suburban traffic. 


GOULD'S NEW ORLEANS LINE.

REVERSED HIS OWN DECISION, 


Chairman Finley Honestly Admits That He 
Was in the Wrong. 

Chairman Finley of the Western Passenger 
Association has just rendered a novel decision. 
Some time ago he fined the Chicago, St. Paul 
and Kansas City road for violation of agree- 
ment in the sale of excursion tickets between 
April 12 and April 16, reading from Des 
Moines, Ia., to Dubuque, Ia., and return, at 
the rate of $2.50, being $3.70 less than the 
authorized excursion tariff rate, on the occa- 
sion of the seventh annual encampment of the 
Department of Iowa, G, A. R. Defendant 
demurred to the Chairman’s ruling, sleging 
the business to be strictly local to itself, an 
denied the right of any combination of lines, 
especially of lines outside of the association, 
to attempt to meet excursion rates which may 
be announced through the association or 
otherwise. Chairaian Finley, after reviewing 
the matter at great length, comes to the con 
clusion that he was mistaken when he fined 
the road for violation of the agreemént and 
reverses his former decision in the following: 

The non-competitive conditions as to the Des 
Moines-Dubuque traflic as between the complain- 
ant and defendant companies are clearly shown 
above as to one-way business Nov, 1, 1389, and it is 
also shown by the evidence that the same condi- 
tions have since continued. The complainant 
company has never sought to place iteelf upon a 
competitive basis with t to one-way traffic 
between Des Moines and bugque, and without 

roper agreement otherwise, the excursion rates 
ao cot those points must be subject to the gen- 
eral principle underlying the interests of parties 
as above defined: It is unfortunate that the first 
course of the Chairman in this matter, due to the 
pressure of the mandatory provisions as to equal- 
ity of Art. VIII., Sec. A, naturally ensuing in cases 
of emergency, was in a different direction, and we 
now deem it our duty, under the purposes of the 
agreement as set forth in Art. LL, to dismiss the 
cases.

ATTACKING THE CENSUS BUREAU OF 1890. 


Report to Be Read at the Civil Service 
Reform League Meeting Today. 

Burrato, N. Y., Sept. 29.—The sixth report 
of the special cominittee of the National Civil 
Service Reform League, appointed to inquire 
into the condition of the Fedéral civil service 
and the operation of the reform law, will be 
presented at the league’s meeting here tomor- 
row. It deals with the operation of the Cen- 
sus Bureau of 1890, and seeks to discredit 
Supt. Porter’s work on the theory that the 
census enumerators were appointed in dis- 
charge of political: obligations and not for 
their fitness to gather statistics. After indicat- 
ing the importance of accuracy and thoroughb- 
ness in the work of the Census Bureau, and 
charging the defectave results in the census of

If the President and _ Secre- 
tary were unwilling to du this, they could have 
instituted competitive examinations for this bu- 
reau alone, publicly announcing that the places 
were open to all and that political influence would 
not be regarded in making appointments, ae 
President was indeed solicited by the Civil Serv- 
ice Commissioners to cause a system of com- 
petitive examinations to be adopted forthe clerks 
in this office; but he declined to have this done. 
and, in the words of the Superintendent of the 
Census (see report of Nov. 6, 1889, page 4), the 
examinations required by the rules were not com- 
petitive, but merely tested the qualifications of 
such candidates only as might be designated for 
examination by the Superintendent of Census. It 
thus appears t the Superintendent was per- 
mitted to retain in his own hands the power of 
making nominations, without which admission to 
the Census Bureau was impossible, 

The weil-known opinions of Mr. Porter, who 
was selected by the President t> administer this 
office, made it certain that these appointments 
would become in great measure matters of polit- 
ical patronage. : 

Mr. Porter’s opposition of civil service reform 
methods clearly appearsin his testimony before 
the House Committee on Reform of the Civil 
Service Sept. 9, 1890. Hesaid (p. 125) that civil 
service methods were * creating a system of bar- 
nacleism.” Again: ‘“‘ There was some effort (p. 
112) to have the census brought under the con- 
trol of the Civil Service Commission. The main 
objection I urged at the time was on account of 
the temporary employment.” Mr. Porter further 
stated that in the Census Bureau appointees were 
as a rule ponommentiet at Se ublicans (p, 124). 

The act of March 1 ) (Sec. 4), provides that 
the Secretary of the Interior sh upon the rec- 
ommendation of the Superintendent of the Cen- 
sus, designate the number of supervisors, who are 
to be appointed by the President with the advice 
and consent of the Senate; and directs that " each 
supervisor shall designate to the Superintendent 
suitable persons and with the consent of the Su- 
perintendent shall employ such persons as enu- 
merators within his distriet, one for each subdi- 
vision, who sball be selected solely with reference 
to fitness and without reference to their political 
party affiliations.’ It will thus be seen that the 
act itself endeavors to incorporate the principle 
underlying civil-service reform, which is that in 
these subordinate, non-political offices a 
ments shall go by merit and not by political favor. 
If this provision had been fully enfo com- 
plaints of the partisan character of the cen- 
sus could not justly be made; but, un- 
fortunately, the supervisors were themselves 
largely appointed upon political con- 
siderations, and the result was that the appoint- 
ments of enumerators was in many localities a 
matter of political patronage. Republican mem- 
bers of Congress nominated great_ numbers. 
Sometiines the recommendation of Democratic 
members and other influential politicians nro- 
cured the appointment of a few, the object being 
apparently to add to the political strength of the 
oftice. The great mass of officials, clerks, super- 
visors, and enumerators came from the Republic- 
an party. Whatever the motive was. such a line 
of conduct was sure vo discredit the result. Even 
had it been true that it was not possible to select 
the eaumerators under civil service reform meth- 
ods, it was certainly possible to select 
clerks and supervisors without reference to po- 
litical considerations; and the pip owagpers of 
supervisors in this way would to a large extent 
insure the selection of non-partisan enumerators, 
as the law required. 

The report then goes on to cite some incon- 
sequential and isolated cases indicative of dis- 
crepancies and inaccuracies, and from these 
the following conclusions are drawn:
